Cost of brick construction in 
the St. Louis area has increased 
faster than the postwar inflation 
spiral in part because of restric- 
tive practices of the AFL Brick- 
layers’ Union, inquiry by the 
Post-Dispatch showed yesterday.

Rescue Vessel 


Sights Lifeboats 


Swedish Freighter With Crew of 43 Aboard 
Cracks Apart in Stormy 
Weather. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 26 (AP)—A 
Swedish freighter broke in two 
in the stormy north Atlantic to- 
day and many hours later a res- 
cue ship reported sighting three 
lifeboats near the scene, 

The message from the rescue 
ship, the United States naval 
supply ship Blue Jacket, came 
shortly after it reported sighting 
red flares in the area, 

The lifeboats presumably were 
from the freighter Oklahoma, 
which radioed it had broken in 
two and that all aboard were 
taking to lifeboats. 

There was no immediate indi- 
cation how many persons were 
in the lifeboats sighted by the 
Blue Jacket. 

The Coast Guard said the ves- 
sel carried a crew of 43 one of 
whom is a woman, and no pas- 
sengers. , 

They abandoned the stricken 
freighter for the lifeboats at 
about 4 p.m., more than seven 
hours before the Bluejacket 
reached the scene. 

The Bluejacket’s first mes- 
sage from the scene reported no 
trace of the Oklahoma, but an- 
other message shortly after re- 
ported the flares. 


Meanwhile, Coast Guard, Navy 
and Royal Canadian Air Force 
planes were readied to take off 
at dawn and join the search. 


A R.C.A.F, plane started out 
from Newfoundland today but 
was forced down by bad weather. 


The Coast Guard said the 
Oklahoma’s lifeboats were 
equipped with emergency radio, 
but no further messages were 
received after the report it had 
cracked in two. 


Two Coast Guard cutters were 
dispatched to the rescue. 


Weather reports said the area 
where the Oklahoma broke up 
was being lashed by strong 
winds at the fore of a storm 
moving northeast from New- 
foundland, The wreck occurred 
about 360 miles northeast of 
Argentia, Newfoundland. 


The original message gave no 
details of the cause of the wreck, 
and no further information 
about those aboard. 

The Oklahoma, a 5900-ton 
freighter out of Goteborg, 
Sweden, was on its way to Balti- 
more with general cargo.

This control is outlined in an 
agreement between Local No. 1, 
Bricklayers, Stone and Marble 
Masons’ Union, and the associa- 
tion. Main points relating to hir- 
ing and work of bricklayers are: 

_Any contractor desiring to 
employ union bricklayers must 
be: approved by a joint arbi- 
tration representing 
union and association. 

A contractor who once sub- 
lets any brick work to another 
contractor forfeits the right 
eyer again to hire union brick- 
layers. He must deal hence- 
forth through a subcontractor, 
mest of whom are members of 
thé Mason Contractors Associ- 
ation. 

Bricklayers must not work 
ahead of a line placed to meas- 
ure each course of construc- 
tion. The agreement states 
this must not be construed to 
be a means of retarding men 
from doing a fair day’s work. 
However, contractors said of- 
ten the effect is that brick- 
layers working in a row are. 
retarded by one slow man. 

Bricklayers cannot be loaned 
or transferred from one con- 
tractor to another, but must 
be hired at all times through 
the union hall. 

Each contractor is allowed 
one apprentice to serve four

other apprentice only when 
the first apprentice has com- 
pleted his term.

CHICAGO, Dec. 26 (AP) — 
Christmas weekend fatalities to- 
taled 507 tonight. Of the total 
fatalities, 375 persons had died 
in traffic accidents, 67 in fires 
and 65 others in miscellaneous 
accidents. 

The National Safety Council 
predicted 510 traffic deaths for 
the Christmas holidays. 

The record total for any kind 

of holiday was a four-day period 
over July 4, 1950, when the total 
reached 793. The highest for 
traffic deaths only was 556 for 
a four-day weekend at Christmas 
1952. 
For a Christmas holiday pe- 
riod the highest total figure was 
the four days in 1951 when 789 
— were registered on the 
rolls.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26 (AP) 
—Russia todsy delayed a Big 
Four foreign ministers’ confer- 
ence for at least three weeks— 
and the United States quickly 
issued an implied warning that 
Moscow was trying to sway 
France away from European 
unity. 

The Soviets, in a note, advised 
the United States, Britain and 
Frar.ce that Jan. 4 was too soon 
for the meeting which will dis- 
cuss the future of Germany and 
Austria. It said Jan.-25, or any 
later date, would be suitable. 


However, there was a Chance 
the meeting might be further 
delayed in a quarrel over where 
it should be held.

TIUENTHAL ASKS

Former AEC Chief Says 
Pool Could Be Oper- 
ating Before Talks 
With Russia Are Com- 
plete. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 26 (AP) — 
David E. Lilienthal today urged 
prompt implementation of Presi- 
dent Eisenhower’s plan for a 
world atom pool, asserting any 
long delay may well be fatal to 
the plan and world peace. 

Lilienthal, first chairman of 
the United States Atomic En- 
ergy Commission, told a nation- 
wide radio audience that the 
pool can be operating in a mod- 
est way “within six to eight 
months from today.” 

He asserted that it seemed to 
him “entirely practical to start 
at once, without awaiting the 
outcome of what are certain to 
be lengthy secret negotiations,” 
with Russia. 

Lilienthal suggested Belgium 
as a site for an experimental 
atomic power plant and Geneva,

The .former United States 
atom chief, who once headed the 
vast Tennessee Valley Author- 
ity, hailed the Eisenhower pro- 
posal as an “electrifying ... 
gift . . . of peace on earth” and 
“a courageous effort to estab- 
lish a basis for some degree of 
confidence and mutual faith.” 

“After years of exposure to 
undisguised atomic jingoism by 
lesser men, the country has at 
last put its case before the world 
on the highest level of moral 
leadership,” he declared. 

President’s Proposal. 

The President proposed per- 
sonally to the United Nations 
on Dec. 8—with Britain’s ad- 
vance approval—that the atomic 
powers jointly contribute ma- 
teriel and brains to an interna- 
tional agency in a kind of atomic 
Point IV program free of the 
inspection feature that has been 
the stumbling block of atomic 
disarmament plans. 

Thiteen days later Russia 
agreed to take part in. the pri- 
vate talks suggested by Eisen- 
hower as a preliminary to set- 
ting up the atom bank. 

The Russian acceptance, Lil- 
fenthal declared today, has “‘a 
most familiar sound to all who 
remember the Soviet’s success 
in dealing out death-by-negotia- 
tion to Bernard Baruch’s epic 
efforts to end the atomic arms 
race.” 

“But,” he. added, “a new start, 
and @ by'né means hopeless 
start, has Deen made.” 

Lilienthal, however, foresaw 
long delays before “we may hope 
for agreement with Russia.” 

In the meantime, he said, 
Eisenhower's idea must “prompt- 
ly” be turned into “a going enter- 
prise,” if it is to be more than 
“psychological warfare 
skyrocket.” 

“If we say we won't take ac- 
tion at all until the discussions 
with Russia are complete,” he 
said, “we may have to wait so 
long for that agreement that the 
whole idea will then be dead, 
perhaps beyond recall.” 

Therefore, Lilienthal urged, 
“get going immediately — with 
the Russians as full participants 
if they agree to join; but with- 
out them, for the time being, if 
they don’t,” 

He listed these as the ingredi- 
ents essential to take Eisenhow- 
er’s proposal from paper to 
reality within six to eight 
months in a “living demonstra- 
tion of the free world’s preoccu- 
pation with peace:” 

1. Materials — uranium, plu- 
tonium and radio active isotopes, 
which, he said, are amply avail- 
able in the Western world. 

2. Scientists and engineers, 
also ‘no problem.” 

3. A place to set up labora- 
tories and store materials. He 
suggested the environs of Brus- 
sels for an experimental atomic 
power plant because Belgium 
suffers high cost coal, has neith- 
er oil nor water power and is 
convenient for foreign engineers 
and technicians to reach. He sug- 
gested Geneva for other atomic 
research because it already is 
the home of a new international 
research organization in the 
field. 

4. A U.N. agency to accept the 
materials and organize the work 
—*“no great barrier to early ac- 
tion.”

U.N. FUND SEEKS 
TO CURB SALE OF 
CHILDREN IN JAPAN

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Dec. 
26— Japanese farmers in the 
northern and central parts of 
that country are selling their 
children to keep themselves 
alive, the United Nations Chil- 
dren’s Fund reported today. The 
sales are being made in crop 
shortage areas and in those 
regions hit hardest by the ty- 
phoon of last September. 

In an effort to stop, or at least 
cut down, this illegal practice, 
the Children’s Fund has made 
an emergency allocation of $132,- 
000 to furnish powdered milk 
for some ,000 children whose 
families cannot afford to feed 
them. The distribution will con- 
tinue until the next rice harvest 
eight to 10 months from now. 
Selling of children by poor 
parents was traditional in Japan 
until the end of the World War 
ll. Girls, especially, were sold 
into what frequently became 
life-long bondage so that the 
rest of the family might buy 
enough to eat. When American 
forces occupied the country after 
the war, Gen. MacArthur’s head- 
quarters ordered a stop to the 
practice. 

Subsequently, the Japanese 
Government passed laws against 
it.

NEW YORK, Dec. 26 (AP) —

Skeptical of Paris Report on Way 
To ‘Denature’ Atomic Materials 


Scientists Here Recall 1946 Process for 
Making Their Use Difficult, but 
Not Impossible. — 


A French newspaper's uncon- 
firmed report that American 
scientists have found a way to 
“denature” atomic materials so 
they can never be used for 
weapons got a skeptical response 
yesterday from St. Louis ex- 
perts, who said the denaturant 
can be removed 

They pointed out that the 1946 
State Department study on in- 
ternational control of atomic en- 
ergy, called the Acheson-Lilien- 
thal report, gave prominence to 
the fact that uranium-235 and 
plutonium can be denatured in 
such a fashion that they do not 
readily lend themselves to mak- 
ing of atomic explosives. 

The 1946 report, prepared by 
a board of consultants which in- 
cluded Charles Allen Thomas, 
president of Monsanto Chemical 
Co., noted that denatured fis- 
sionable materials cannot be 
used for bombs without removal 
of the denaturant, a procedure 
which would involve major—and 
therefore easily detected—indus- 
trial developments. 


Thomas said last night, when 
asked for comment on the 
French report, that he was not 
aware of anything new in the 
situation. He observed that the 
process of removing the de- 
naturant obviously introduces a 
time-factor which is “in itself a 
warning.” 

Philip N.- Powers, executive 
director of the atomic-electric 
project for Monsanto Chemical 
Co., said plutonium is ordinar- 
ily produced within o 
uranium. In this form it can- 
not be used for weapons. To 
separate out the metal for use 
in weapons is fairly involved 
and expensive, but we do it all 
the time, he said. 

Another scientist said- he 
didn't know of anything chem- 
ically that could be done and 
then couldn’t be undone. 

Washington sources pointed 
out that, everything on the “de- 
naturing” process describes it 
as a system which could be re- 
versed and the explosive power 
restored.

The two sections proposed for

David Lans- 
den says he will continue work- 
ing as an N.A.A.C.P. member 
and lawyer in the “chipping- 
away” campaign he thinks may 
take 50 years in a city described 
by others as “farther south than 
Alabama.” 

“I don’t want to make myself 
a martyr,” he declared, “but 
what am I supposed to do when 
things like this happen? Sit 
around and let them think they 
can tromp on me?” 

He said it_will not be easy to 
forget the last two years in 
Cairo.

2. Refusal of the union to rec- 
ognize as a brick contractor any 
firm which ever sublets brick- 
work has forced most general 
contractors to call in subcon- 
tractors even for small jobs. 
This has meant an additional 
profit and has caused construc- 
tion delays in periods when sub- 
contractors are working on sev- 
eral jobs simultaneously. 

3. The limited apprentice pro- 
gram has reduced the supply of 
skilled workmen to the point 
where there are not enough 
bricklayers in peak employment 
periods. 

4. The manpower shortage has 
‘enabled the union in such pe- 
'riods to force contractors to pay 
‘for non-producing stewards, high 
‘travel expenses and above-scale 
| wages. 

As a result of enforcement 
of the rule barring contrac- 
tors who ever sublet brick- 
work, only three St. Louis 
general contractors now re- 
tain the right to hire brick- 
layers, the Post-Dispatch 
learned. 

They are the Fruin-Colnon 
Contracting Co.!

The wage rate has increased 60 
per cent since 1947, from $2.25 
an hour to $3.61. The latter fig- 
ure includes fringe benefits. 

The American Appraisal Co., 
consultants in property econom- 
ics, estimates the price of brick 
has increased only 12.6 per cent 
in the last seven years. 

At the end of World War II, 
contractors figured labor at, 
roughly, 50 per cent of construc- 

tion costs. The 60 per cent wage 
increase then would represent 
only 30 per cent of the total in- 
crease in the cost of brick-and- 
concrete buildings. 

With the price of brick up 12 
per cent, and cement costs ad- 
vancing at approximately the 
same rate, the increase of the 
price of materials would repre- 
sent only 6 per cent of the 
total. 

Thus increased wages and ma- 
terials would account for only 
36 per cent of the total increase 
of 68 per cent in cost of brick- 
and-concrete construction. Con- 
tractors said the remaining 32 
per cent cost rise would repre- 
sent intangibles, including re- 
duction in efficiency of labor 
production.

T was a rough year in 
| sports for St. Louis. There 

can’t be another as bad. The 
biggest blow was loss of the 
Browns after the city hed 
been in the two-club class for 
half a century. But that wasn’t 
all. The Arena management 
decided to drop hockey and 
the amateur golfers, after val- 
iant efforts to give the dis- 
trict one big golf show each 
year, surrendered and passed 
up the Western Open. 
The trend started several years 
ago. For a time St. Louis 
had a team in the professional 
basketball league, but even 
with Easy Ed Macauley as a 
box office attraction the 
Bombers didn’t draw crowds 
of sufficient size and the fran- 
chise was surrendered. An- 
other blow was the St. Louis 
University decision to discon- 
tinue football, after an abor- 
tive effort to go big-time with 
Joe Maniaci as gridiron coach. 

There were a few compen- 
sations during the bad year. 
Bob Reed obtained a pro foot- 
ball franchise and while the 
Knights didn’t do very well at 
the box office, the team won 
the championship in its mod- 
est league and Reed has hopes 
for better luck next year in a 
stronger circuit. Then the col- 
lege football picture was 
brightened by Washington 
University’s appointment of 
the great Carl Snavely as 
football coach. The result was 
a sharp increase in the fan 
interest-in-the football games 
at Francis Field. 

Behind all/ of the unfortu- 
nate incidents was the same 
factor, the rapidly rising.costs 
of operation. Time was when 
a major league ball club 
could get by on a season’s at- 
tendance under. the 500,000 
mark. Even as recently as the 
DeWitt regime it was esti- 
mated by the front office that 
the Browns could have funds 
to improve if the attendance 
reached that figure. 

Break-Even Point Now 

Near the Million Mark. 

T’S different now. Player 
| salaries have zoomed, hotel 

and travelling costs have 
mounted and a club operat- 
ing in first class style, with 
adequate scouts and a size- 
able farm system, needs a 
million cash customers a yéar 
to keep the ledger the right 
color. 

That’s why it was fortunate 
for St. Louis fans that the 
Anheuser ~- Busch _ interests 
hought the Cardinals. Base- 
ball in recent years has found

it more and more difficult to 
operate as a business. A big 
league franchise, except in a 
large population area, can be 
expensive. A losing team can 
make for scads of red ink. The 
new idea seems to be baseball 
as a side-line, for a gum man- 
ufacturer, a brewery or what 
have you. 

Many things now will be 
done for the St. Louis fans 
that otherwise would be fi- 
nancially impossible. The ball 
park is being remodeled and 
the cost would be prohibitive 
if the ball club had to pay the 
bills through the box office. 
And there still will be funds 
for purchase of any playing 
talent that happens to be 
available. 

It is especially fortunate 
now to have ownership not de- 
pendent on the box office dol- 
lar, as the Cardinals need re- 
building on the field, too, and 
there could be a bleak season 
or two before another serious 
bid is made for the pennant. 

The club still has a hard 
core of outstanding talent in 
Stan Musial, Red Schoendienst 
and Enos Slaughter. But the 
pitching and the infield de- 
fense must be improved. How- 


ever, if Alex Grammas makes 
it at shortstop and the. amaz- 
ing Slaughter has another 
year in his aging frame, the 
Cardinals should continue as 
a first division club.

N interesting suggestion

Spink’s Sporting News re- 
cently. It was that a minor 
league franchise might thrive 
as the second club in a big 
league city. For instance, the 
Cardinals might transfer their 
Columbus American Associa- 
tion club to Busch Stadium, 
so the fans would have base- 
ball entertainment through 
the summer.

_. Have Their Troubles. 

-WROXING commissions and 
‘Hythe National Boxing Asso- 

ciation, which is a volun- 

teer organization of state com- 
missions with no legal stand- 
ing, are constantly under f 
for their decisions. Some of 
the criticism ts, of course, de- 
served, sometimes it is lev- 
elled by poorly informed crit- 
ies or carpers who think that 
sueh organizations exist only 
to be ridiculed. 


The [llinois Commission re- 
cently stuck its foot in it when 
it announced that it would not 
approve a title match between 
young Rocky Casillo and Kid 
Gavilan because it was 
thought that Casillo was not 
ready to meet Gavilan inas- 
much as Casillo had had only 
23 bouts. 


No formal application for 
approval of the bout had been 
made by the promoter, Fred 
Kohler, who is a wrestling 
promoter and has no license 
to present boxing shows. 
Kohler said he had spoken 
with newspapermen about 
their attitude toward the fight 

.before asking that it be 
Okayed and the writers had 
asked the commission if it 
would give its approval. The 
commission told the news- 
papers the bout would not be 
okayed and now the commis- 
sion is being blasted for turn- 
ing thumbs down on the match 
before it had been asked for- 
mally to consider it. 

Another instance in which 
the N.B.A. couldn’t keep its 
members in line was the pro- 
posal to adopt a national scor- 
ing system for boxing. 

At its convention the N.B.A. 
specified that the scoring of 
Minnesota would be used and 
— all states to adopted it. 

e state after another 
balked, preferring to keep its 
own scoring system. 

Now, it isn’t particularly 
important that the Minnesota 
idea be adopted, but some uni- 
form system should be used 
throughout the country in- 
stead of the 13 or 14 now in 
use, a situation which leads 
to endless confusion among 
television viewers of boxing. 

The N. B. A. tried to correct 
the difficulty but was balked 
by various commissions, in- 
eluding that of Missouri, so 
you can expect the endless 
arguments over point systems 
by fans who see TV matches 
to continue. 


Moore-Maxim Feud. 


HERE is the feud, too, 
between Charley Johnston, 

‘manager of Archie Moore, 
light - heavyweight champion, 

and the N., B. A. 

The N. B. A. tried to force 
Moore to sign for a title match 
with Harold Johnson of Phil- 
adelphia and put the deadline 
for such signing at Dec. 24. 

Instead Johnston signed for 
a third match between Moore 
and Joe Maxim, for which 
there doesn’t seem to be any 
earthly reason, to be held in 
Florida next month. 

The N. B. A. approved the 
Moore-Maxim bout when John- 
ston said Moore stood ready 

box Harold Johnson ahy 
time a suitable offer is made 
for the contest and he said 
that so far no acceptable offer 
has been made. 

That means that no offer 
has been made which is suit- 
able to Moore or Johnston. 

The N. B. A. is not a pro- 
motional outfit, it has neither 
the funds nor the facilities 
for promoting a match and 
that is, of course, the inherent 
weakness in the organization 
when it comes to enforcing its 
rulings that this boxer meet 
this one or that, one. 

“No boxer can be forced by 
the N. B. A. or any other body 
to box an opponent under con- 
ditions which are not suitable 
to him. And, no doubt, if 
the N. B. A. tried to enforce 
a suspension in such an in- 
stance, the boxer could take 
the matter to court and have 
the suspension lifted. 

So it appears that the 
N. B. A. will simply have to 
stumble along, trying through 
force of public opinion to 
have its rulings supported. 

The whole situation seems 
to call loudly for a national 
commission with authority 
over all states with the power 
and prestige of the baseball 
commissioner's office. 

But when you can’t get box- 
fing men to agree on anything, 
you’ can see what a difficult 
thing it would be to get them 
to agree on a czar with suffi- 
cient power to enforce his de- 
cisions. 

It would take a man with 
the reputation of Jack Demp- 
sey or possibly Gene Tunney 
to fill the bill. It’s hardly 
likely that either would accept 
such a position even if the 
pay were as much as $100,- 
000 per year. Neither is in 
need of a job and certainly 
not such a difficult job.

Completing 
the deal was righthander Curtis 
Raydon who will play for the 
Pirate farm at New Orleans in 
the Southern Association next 
year. 


O’Connell, who rejoined the 
Pirates last spring after a two- 
year hitch in the Army, led the 
club’s batters with a .294 average 
and set a new Pirate record by 
hitting safely in 26 consecutive 
games. He bettered a mark held 
jointly by Charley Grimm, his 
new manager, and Fred Lind- 
strom.

Detroit’s chances rest with 
Quarterback Bobby Layne, the 
fifth best passer in the N-.F.L. 
Layne completed 125 of 273 
passes for 2088 yards. However, 
16 of Layne’s passes went for 
touchdowns, five more scoring 
passes than Graham managed.

And interrogation of home 
builders in St. Louis and St. 
Louis county everywhere elicits 
the information that they are 
planning a bigger year in 1954. 

It is estimated, by industry 
sources, that 1,100,000 new liv- 
ing units were constructed na- 
tionally inthe past year, and 
the national: prediction is that 
home building will about hold 
its own. 

In Greater St. Louis, 1953 
blossomed with promise of 
equaling 1951's near-record pro- 
duction, or even of coming close 
to the more than 17,000 starts 
which builders chalked up here 
in 1950 the al]_time record high 
for a building'season. However, 
construction crews kissed this 
dream goodby when the big con- 
crete barrels stopped rolling 
from the ready-mixed concrete 
plants on May 19, and stayed off 
the ready line until Aug. 12. 

Home builders battled a 
shortage of mortgage money, 
too, during this period. 

In view of the long lay-off, 
and the accompanying financial 
drouth, the total of construction 
actually achieved is little less 
than miraculous. 

Even more remarkable, how- 
ever, is the universal optimism 
reflected by builder members of 
this Association, and other build- 
ers in the area, so many of 
whom are planning expanded 
building programs in 1954. 
After a somewhat dull year in 
1952, many of these men were 
set for an extra big year of 
1953. And although 1953 was a 
good year for them, production- 
wise, most feel they could have 
built more and sold more homes, 
had it not been for the shrink- 
age of the loan market.

Objections in City and County.

OST St, Louis:County customers of the St. Louis Public Service Co. and 
some of its city riders will pay sharply increased fares in the near future 
/ if the Missouri Public Service Commission grants the company’s request 


for a system of zone fares, 


The request has generated considerable heat. Opponents include about 
everyone except the company, but, aside from a perfectly normal aversion to 
paying higher fares, there is a surprising area of agreement on the principle 
of the zone system, While opponents insist the zone system would have a 
divisive effect on the metropolitan community at a time when there is growing 
need for closer co-operation in meeting common problems, they admit’ some 
merit in the argument that more costly, long-ride service calls for premium 


fares. 

The. opposition centers. on-the particular 
way the eompany wants to put the prin- 
ciple into effect, 

As proposed by the company, the first 
zone on most lines operating from the city 
into the county would end generally at 
the: city limits or just beyond. This means 
that most county riders coming downtown 
would pay at least one extra zone fare in 
addition to the base fare. Most city resi- 
dents, except for a very few on the far 
South Side, would travel only in one zone 
to get downtown, but those going into the 
county also would make at least one extra 
payment. 

About $500,000 a Year. 

The zone fare system is expected to pro- 
duce about one third of a $1,500,000 annual 
fare increase request now before the com- 
mission for decision. 

In the past, the commission has refused 

to approve a general system of zone fares 
pot the company although in the spring of 
1952 it permitted a zone fare on three of 
its longer lines—Manchester, Woodson and 


Berkeley.. 

However, as recently as Nov. 7, 1952, it 

turned down a plea for a general zone sys- 
‘while allowing the company to raise its 

. cash fare from 17 to 20 cents. Con- 
cluding .“that, the proposed zone fare 
sitbuil’ not be permiited &¢ this’ tiene,” the 
commission seemed to be leaving the way 
open for further and later consideration. 

The company insists that a system of 
zone fares, in which the rider pays an 
additional five cents for each zone he en- 
ters, would establish ‘a more realistic fare 
structure based upon payment for length 
of ride, bringing the fare paid for ‘long 
haul’ service more in line with the cost 
of providing such service.” 

“The principle of zone fares is all the 
more important when costs of operation 
are going up,” the company stated. “It 
is also-important to¢he city riders, as the 
cost of providing long distance service 


without proper compensation is bound to- 


be reflected in the basic fare paid by the 
city rider.” 

Under the company proposal, zones 
would be established on 12 lines which do 
not now have them and additional zones 
would be created on the three lines which 
now have one zone. On those lines where 
the zone boundary passes through or near 
a neighborhood shopping center, a “neu- 
tral” zone is blished to permit riders 
from either of the two contiguous zones to 
ride into the neutral zone without paying 
extra fare. 


_ Company Spokesman Explains. 


A Public Service Co. spokesman gave 
these reasons for the company’s desire to 
institute the zone system: 

“A system of flat fares is discriminatory. 
The flat fare requires all passengers to 
pay. the same fare regardless of length of 
ride., With our continued decentralization 
of passengers, the average length of ride 
for our isystem has continued to grow and 
is now roughly 4.8 miles. 

“The continued increase in the flat fare 
tends to make it higher than short-haul 
passengers are willing to pay for short 
ridex We have certain areas where we 
have a high proportion of short haul pas- 
sengers which we should endeavor to re- 
tain as patrons. The continued advance 
in the flat fare tends to discriminate 
against this type of business and drives 
them away to the detriment of the system 
generally. 

“A system of zone fares recognizes the 
fact that distance and density are factors 
to be considered in the establishment of 
rates of fare, since the cost of providing 
service is largely dependent on the length 
of ride and the density of passenger traffic. 

“Our experience with zone fares on e 


In support of its position, the company 
cites a number of statements by individ- 
uals and groups in favor of zone fares:

William Coibion, director of planning for 
the St. Louis City Plan Commission, in the 
1954 Guide Book of the Metropolitan Plan 
Commission—‘“Zone fares based on dis- 
tance traveled and passenger usage must 


be incorporated_into the present transit. 


system. It is the only equitable manner 
to compensate for the extended service 
now provided to certain areas of the’ com- 
munity.” 


H, P. Ingebritsen, city public utilities 
engineer, in the report of the Department 
of Public Utilities of last April 13 which 
noted the refusal of the Public Service 
Commission to grant a system of zone fares 
—‘“This action is regrettable since the in- 
troduction of zone points at or near the city 
limits with neutral or overlap zones, as 
proposed by the company, would eliminate 
unreasonable discrimination which now ex- 
ists as between the county rider living 
seven miles or more (on the average) from 
the St. Louis business district and the city 
rider living three miles or less from the 
downtown district. 


Obviously, the charging of a fiat fare, 
with no provision for a zone charge, Te- 
sults in the city dweller paying more 
than double the average fare per mile 
paid by the county dweller.” 


Zone Fares in Other Cities. 

Zone’ fares are used in many United 
States cities. Cities in which zone fares 
are charged within the city as well as the 
suburbs include Los Angeles; San An- 
tonio, Tex.; San Diego; Oklahoma City; 
Indianapolis; Worcester, Mass.; Charles- 
ton, W. Va., and Harrisburg, Pa. 

Other cities which have a flat fare in 
the city and zone fares in the suburbs in- 
clude Chicago, Philadelphia, Detroit, Bal- 
timore, Cleveland, Washington, D.C.; Mil- 
waukee and Pittsburgh. 


‘What are the arguments against the 
company request? 

Aside from the purely personal fact 
that it will cost their citizens more 
money, St. Louis County and its muni- 
cipalities declare it will result in a “Bal- 
—e of the metropolitan commu- 

ty. 

Assistant County Counselor Herman 
Barken skid the creation of zone fares 
would compel acceleration of the trend of 
the county toward commercial self-suf- 
ficiency, 


“Furthermore,” he said, “we think it is 
unfair to single out people who take short 
trips across the zone boundaries and make 
them pay 20 cents for a two-mile ride or 
25 cents for a two-and-one-half-mile ride 
when the people of St. Louis have*a 60- 
square mile area in which they could ride 
for 20 cents. 

“Our position is this: 


“First, we are opposed to any ancroaae:

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in fares because we do not think they are 
necessary. 

“Second, if an increase is needed, zone 
fares are not the answer. 

“Third, if it is decided they are the an- 
swer, then they must be far more equitable 
than the company proposes. 

“If the present rates are unfair to the 
short rider, then let the company reduce 
the fares in the city and establish a more 
equitable series of zones throughout the 
rca” = 

A similar point was made by Leslie L. 
Waters, professor of transportation at the 
University of Indiana, who was eniployed 
by the. county and several of its cities to 
study the company proposal. 

Testifying at the hearing before the 
Public Service Commission, Waters said 
the weakness of the company’s plan lay 
in the disproportionate size of the first 
(city) zone. 

“For a city to be operated under a zone 
system,” he testified, “it should be broken 
up into half-mile or mile squares.” 

He acknowledged that such a set-up 
would create problems of fare collection 
but he insisted that if. a system of zone 
rates were to be adopted in the interest 
of equity on a: distance basis, then a 
radius of six miles from the downtown 
area for the first zone was excessive. 

‘“The logical point for a first zone would 
be limited by Kingshighway,” he said. 
“The remainder of what is now (city) zone 
1 might become a new zone 2, with the 
other zone numibers adjusted upward. Such 
a plan might involve lowering the fare 
in zone 1,” 

City Counselor Samuel H. Liberman, 
who opposed the company proposal at 
Jefferson City, told the Post-Dispatch he 
felt there was some economic justification 
in the principle that people Ag more

costly service should pay a higher fare. 
He said the commission had been asked 
to make a thorough investigation of the 
question of zone fares. 

“As to the present proposal, we are 
against any inerease of fares but, if there 


are to be any, we believe the zone fare* 


proposal does not contain any compensa- 
tory feature for the short haul rider,” he 
said. 

“The testimony of the Public Service Co. 
indicated it had properly taken into con- 
sideration both distance and density of 
traffic, but we believe there should be 
provision for a lower fare fer the person 
who takes only short rides. There are also 


. practical considerations involving the feas- 


ibility of making collections under a zone 
plan. ’. 


Already Partly in Effect. 


A zone plan has been in effect on the 
bus lines of the St. Louis County Transit 
Co. since it began operations in 1926: 

William A. Hirsch, vice president, told 
the Post-Dispatch: 

“The problem of coljéctions has been 
one of the toughest in our business,” he 
went on, “We more or less go on the 
‘honor’ system, deperding on the honesty 
of the passenger (and the alertness of the 
driver) to see that proper fares are paid. 

“The driver on.a line like ours gets 
pretty well acquainted with his passengers 
and knows which zones they cross. On 
inbound lines, the passenger pays on 
entering the bus and on outbound runs 
pays when he gets off. The proper way 
would be to give passengers zone checks 
when they enter the. bus, to be presented 
when they pay any extra fare on leaving.” 

Some such system as this is planned hy 
Public Service Co. if its proposal is ap- 
proved by the commission.

Eisenhower flew from Bermuda to New 
York and spoke to the United Nations 
General Assembly Dec. 8, proposing a 
world pool of atomic materials for peace- 
ful purposes. The North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization Council met in Paris Dec. 
14, 15 and 16. ‘Last Monday (Dec. 21) 
Russia replied te Eisenhower’s.. proposal, 


1 criticizing it but agreeing to discuss it. 


The same day Dulles took issue with 
the Soviet criticisms: but announced that 
the United States would nonetheless “ex- 
plore every possibility” of reaching agree- 
ment on the President’s plan. He ampli- 
fied this statement at the press club the 
following day. The United States, he said 
was prepared to discuss with the Russians, 
not only Eisenhower's plan, but also any 
and every othef proposal for reducing the 
danger of atomic war, including omg 
of atomic armaments and a. heron 
use of atomic ‘weapons.’ 

It seemed likely this week, therefore, 
that the great powers might be moving 
toward a showdown on the issue of atom- 
ic energy. 


‘German. and ‘Austrian. issues, Although a 
Russian reply to the Big Three invitation 
for a Jan. 4 conference at Berlin called 
for a delay of at least three weeks and 
placed other minor obstacles in the way 
of its fulfillment, it did, in essence, seem 
to be an. acceptance. 

All this diplomatic activity dealt with 
a wide range of world problems and so, 
‘accordingly, did Dulles’ report on the ac- 
tivity among other things, Korea, NATO, 
EDC and aid to Europe in addition to 
Germany and Austria. 


Problem of Atomic Energy. 
The most intense public’ interest and 
the most careful diplomatic maneuvering 
centered, however, on the problem of har- 
nessing atomic energy. Despite the rela- 
tively courteous language, the American- 
Soviet exchange of views on the Presi- 
dent’s proposal was in reality a deadly 
struggle for advantage on the issue of 
the international control of atomic energy. 
The essential purpose of Eisenhower's 
plan was to take the atomic issue out of 
the sphere of disarmament and the pro-

Job. Security Threat Alarms Federal Jobholders

ERE in the nation’s capital where gov- 
H ernment is the principal industry, re- 

cent developments cast a pall of in- 
security over the holiday moods of thou- 
sands of federal jobholders. 

The decision of United States District 
Judge Richmond B. Keech last week up- 
holding the power of the President to re- 
move federal jobs from the classified civil 
service made the holders of these jobs 
subject to summary dismissal. Then, a 
few days later, came word that a top 
official is to be appointed in each Gov- 
ernment agency to handle political patron- 
age and civil service problems. 

The idea is to find jobs for. deserving 
Republicans. In a declining labor market 
that means getting rid of Democratic hold- 
overs.

Roth of his job protection. Ironically, the 
order, issued by the President (Truman), 
had been drafted for him by the Civil 
Service Commission. 

Judge Keech noted that the supposed 
statutory safeguards relied on by a large 
number of Government employes simply 
do not exist. 

Federal employes, whose organizations 
had been rather indifferent to Roth’s 
struggle to keep his job, were shocked by 


the decision and immediately laid plans | 


to finance an appeal. The AFL Govern- 
ment Council, which claims to represent 
600,000 Government workers, called on 
President Eisenhower to set a firm policy 
on protection of the job rights of civil 
service workers, and the National Fed- 
eration of Federal Employes asked for a 
new executive order “which will remove 
the uncertainties that now hang over the 
federal civil service system.” 
Estimates of the number of federal em- 
ployes affected by Judge Keech's decision 
ran upward of 10,000. Roth was not a 
veteran, so his case did not involve job 
rights under the Veterans Preference Act, 
but the Justice Department is now plan- 
ning another test case to determine wheth- 
er veterans in Schedule A or Schedule C 
are also deprived of job protection. If so, 
the number potentially affected by the 
Keech decision would be much larger.

move this possibility. Senator Wayne 
Morse (Ind.), Oregon, has said he will in- 
troduce legislation to protect the job pro- 
tection of civil service semployes.

The 
Civil Service Commission, with a Repub- 
lican majority, has been severely criti- 
cized for being too rigid in its application 
of the law and refusing to sanction the 
transfer of enough jobs to Scheduie C to 
make room for deserving Republicans.

The United States was ready, the Presi- 
dent said, to meet with other interested 
governments ‘in an attempt to work out 
plans for creating an international pool 
of uranium and other fissionable materials 
to be used for peaceful purposes. Each 
country possessing atomic materials would 
contribute a pro rata share to the pool. 
This could be a first step toward halting 
the world atomic armaments race. 


This proposal placed the Soviets in an 
embarrassing predicament. It roused high 
hopes which Moscow would be responsi- 
ble for destroying if it turned. the pro- 
posal down. Rejection of the plan would 
cast doubt on the sincerity of the Krem- 
lin’s loud and frequent protestations of a 
desire for agreement on atomics. By the 
same token, the President’s action dis- 
credited Communist propaganda charges 
that the United States is a “war-monger- 
ing,” “Fascist” nation plotting an atomic- 
hydrogen war and so opposes all forms of 
agreement limiting its ereedaae. of action 
in atomic matters. 


Aims Behind Soviet Answer. 

The Soviets apparently decided they-had 
to agree to discuss Eisenhower's plan, At 
the same time they also apparently felt 
they must do everything they’ could ‘to 
discredit it. The Soviet reply sought to 
accomplish these two purposes. 

Moscow also tried to recover the diplo- 
matic and propaganda advantage by charg- 
ing that Eisenhower's proposal did not go 
far enough. The proposal “neither halts 
the growing production of atomic weap- 
ons nor limits the possibility of the use 
of these weapons,” the Soviets complained, 
and they demanded that the new talks on 
atomic energy for peaceful purposes should 
begin with a discussion of atomic disarma- 
ment and a bar on the use of atomic weap- 
ons. . 


Dulles parried this thrust in his re- 
marks at the press club. He said the United 
States would be willing to talk about all 
aspects of the atomic problem, including 
those which the Spviets wanted to discuss. 


At week’s end the United States seemed 
to have won and kept the advantage in 
this exchange of views. 


Agreement on atomic disarmament and 
on a bar on the use of the atomic weapons 
is no easier and no more likely now than 
it has been for the last several years, and 
men in the western and neutral worlds 
know: this, but agreement on Eisenhower’s 
proposal can be reached both easily and 
quickly if the Russians really want an 
agreement, and men in the western and 
neutral worlds know this, too. 

If East and West agree, the United 
States will get the major share of the 
credit; if there is no agreement, the So- 
viets will get most of the blame. 

These, at least, are some of the calcula- 
tions. These careful reckonings are

ical of those which the United States is 


making on other world problems and 
which Dulles expounded at the press club. 

There are grounds for hope on these 
issues, Dulles said, but only if the free 
world seizes and retains the initiative— 
only if it does things prudently—only if 
it is willing to pay the price of peace 
which the balance of forces in the world . 
requires to be paid. 

The Free World has grown stronger, 
largely as a result of the rearmament of 
the NATO powers, Dulles said. The So- 
viet empire has grown weaker, largely as 
a result of growing discontent among satel- 
lite peoples, The danger of war is less.

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The Brownell Espionage Proposals 


Attorney General Brownell has made two 
major legislative proposals with respect to the 
apprehension and prosecution of espionage 
agents. They are: 

To legalize use in federal courts of evi- 
dence obtained by tapping wires. 

To deprive witnesses in certain instances 
of the right to refuse to answer questions on 
the grounds of possible self-incrimination. 
These proposals were on the schedule at the 

White House policy conference, Presumably 
they were discussed. Indeed even though Mr. 
Eisenhower has not been directly quoted, it may 
be assumed that the Attorney General took them 
up with the President before he put the Eisen- 
hower Administration on record as favoring af- 
firmative action on both proposals at the new 
session of Congress. 


. There is a certain plausibility about each pro- 
posal. If valuable evidence is obtained by tap- 
ping wires, why not use it? Why should the 
fact that the evidence results from listening in 
on telephone conversations keep the Government 
from presenting it in court and obtaining con- 
victions? 

Similarly why not grant immunity to a wit- 
ness before a congressional committee and thus 
require him to testify on the grounds that, since 
he will not be prosecuted, he will have no.ex- 
cuse for not telling all he knows? If the wit- 
ness is protected against punishment, what harm 
can he suffer? 

. . * 

The basic reason against use of wire-tapped 
evidence is that it would put the stamp of 
government approval on snooping into the lives 
of countless law-abiding citizens. It would estab- 
lish as public policy the official eavesdropping 
that now bedevils innocent people behind the 
Iron Curtain. For there is no way to tap only 
the wires of offenders. Wire-tappers sometimes 
listen in for weeks to hundreds of hours of pri- 
vate conversations without turning up any evi- 
dence of wrongdoing. 

That is why the late Justice Holmes, 25 years 
ago, called it a “dirty business.” That is why 
the old veteran of Bull Run, Antietam and Ball’s 
Bluff said: “We have to choose, and for my part 
I think it less evil that some crinzinals should 
escape than that the Government should play 
an ignoble part.” 


That is why the late Republican Justice But- 
ler, counted an arch-conservative by many, said: 
“Telephone communications belong to the par- 
ties between whom they pass. During their 
transmission the exclusive tse of the wire be- 
longs to the persons served by it. Wire-tapping 
involves interference with the wire while being 
used. Tapping the wire and listening constitute 
a search in violation of the rights protected by 
the Fourth Amendment.” 


Actually there is almost:no reason to believe 
that enactment of the Brownell proposal would 


help in obtaining convictions, Were Congress 


to legalize the use of wiretapped evidence, 
espionage agents obviously would at once quit 
using telephone lines altogether. The strong 
probability is that the Federal Government 
would have little or nothing to show in the way 
of convictions in return for having imposed on 


the country one of the worst characteristics 
of a foreign and totalitariam, police state. As 
for the matter of immunity and resort to the 
Fifth Amendment by unwilling witnesses, Dean 


_Erwin N. Griswold of the Harvard University 


Law School has an idea which is, in our opinion, 
vastly to be preferred to change in the historic 
constitutional protection of accused persons. 

Dean Griswold, as reported by Harry Wilensky 
in last Sunday’s Post-Dispatch, says what is 
wrong is not the right of the witness to refuse to 
answer, but the rule of waiver dev@loped by 
the courts. Under this rule a witness, by answer- 
ing one question, may waive his protection 
against self-incrimination and thus obligate him- 
self to answer other questions. 

The result is that many witnesses, while they 
would like to answer some questions, refuse to 
answer any questions. They fear that response 
to a question to which they have no objection 
will forfeit the protection of the Bill of Rights 
with respect to other questions, 

The Griswold solution for this problem is 
simplicity itself. The Harvard law dean pro- 
poses that Congress enact a law specifying that 
no answer to any question shall waive the privi- 
lege against self-incrimination. Thus a witness 
might talk at length under examination yet still 
retain the historic protection if he wishes to 
exercise it at some point. 


The Post-Dispatch has often remarked that the 
Fifth Amendment has been abused. We have 
criticized that abuse. The fact, however, is that 
there ig no way to retain its protection for the 
innocent or falsely accused without allowing for 
possible abuse. The Constitution does not con- 
demn free speech because there are those who 
abuse free speech. : 

. . * 

If the chairmen of the congressional commit- 
tees are seeking information they will, so we 
believe, welcome Dean Griswold’s proposal. 
Certainly its application will greatly increase the 
information made available to investigating 
bodies. As for the Attorney General’s wire-tap- 
ping proposal, the Post-Dispatch is, as it has been 
for a quarter century, opposed to the widespread 
opening up to Government ears and files of the 
confidential messages between husband and wife, 
parent and child, physician and patient, lawyer 
and client. 

We credit Attorney General Brownell with 
good intentions. He wants to catch evildoers. 
But he needs to reread the warning of the late 
Justice Brandeis in Olmstead vs. the U.S., de- 
cided June 4, 1928: 


Experience should teach us to be most 
on our guard to protect liberty when the 
Government’s purposes are beneficent. Men 
born to freedom are naturally alert to repel 
invasion of their liberty by evil-minded 
rulers. The greatest dangers to liberty lurk in 
the insidious encroachments by men of zeal, 
well-meaning but without understanding. 


Let the FBI track down every last espionage 
agent in the country. Let the Department of 
Justice expose every conspiracy it can find. Let 
it prosecute every overt act against the security 
of this nation. But let the Government do 
all this with unshakable devotion te the rights 
of free citizens in a free land.

Best by Test, the Midwest 


In advance of the Rose Bowl game, at least, 
the Midwest may crow over the statistical finding 
of E. E. Litkenhous, which is that the Midwest 
has dominated collegiate football for 12 of the 
last 20 years. But it is a little hard to find an 
explanation. 

One explanation is, of course, Notre Dame. 
Yet Notre Dame has not won as many national 
championships in 20 years as Minnesota—by the 
Litkenhous system, that is. So what other magi- 
cal prowess lends itself to halfbacks and tackles 
out where the tall corn grows? 

A Midwesterner might say that his kind of 
folk are less effete than the effete Easterners 
(but there is nothing effete about a Pittsburgh 
tackle nurtured on steelmill ingots), or more 
rugged than Westerners (which is a dangerous 
invasion of the claims of Texas, which itself is 
too often invaded by the Oklahoma team), or 


any players from the Midwest that the Mason- 

ixon line is tough from tackle to tackle), 

So the thoughts run, razzledazzling through a 
broken field of favorite Midwestern cliches. We 
do not know just how to explain the region’s 
indubitable football superiority as statisticized 
by Litkenhous, Maybe the fault lies in our stars, 
and not in ourselves, that we are not underlings. 
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Is the Kremlin Ready? 

Reports that the Soviet Union would like to 
postpone the Berlin four-power conference from 
Jan. 4 to Jan, 25 might be accepted easily 
enough. The question is whether Malenkov, 
Molotov and their associates are eager to 
confer even then. 

After their earlier refusals, it seems they 
agreed to the talks because of public opinion 
more than because they really want to nego- 
tiate. Even dictators, however, cannot ignore 
all the people all the time. The demand for at 
least another effort at agreement has been wide- 
spread on this side of the Iron Curtain. And 
there is reason to believe that this sentiment 
was echoed, if more Aiscreetly, on the other 
side also. 

With buyers running to non-Communist mar- 
kets, the Russian regime certainly is trying to 
provide more consumer goods for the Russian 
people, So it would be natural enough if the 
Kremlin also sought to provide assurances of 
political stability. 

After a while, it must become rather diffi- 
cult to convince even a regimented people that 
everything is the other fellow’s fault, if you 
yourself will not even give him the time of day 
across the backyard fence. 

Yet it may be possible that the Russians are 
not eager for a conference simply because they 
do not know what they want to get or give in 
genuine negotiations with the West. 

Walter Lippmann has suggested that the West 
itself is closer to being in the same position than 
most of its statesmen will admit. The West has 
insisted primarily on Austrian and German set- 
tlements. An Austrian treaty suggests no great 
difficulties, but what about Germany? 

Washington, London and Paris are on the 
record in favor of German reunification. But 
would they re-draw the map precisely as it was 
before World War II? Or are they inclined to 
let the Poles keep that part of Germany which 
they annexed? And what about the portion of 
Poland annexed by Russia? These are just the 
first questions of a long series which would 
come up in connection with a viable German 
settlement. 

How much would the West Germans have to

Here is a task of diplomacy in some respects 
more difficult than that of the Congress of 
Vienna, Even with good will on all sides, it 
would be protracted. Since atomic war is a 
possible penalty of failure or even delay, the 
powers certainly should negotiate. That might 
even be the first step toward clarification of at- 
tainable goals. 
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The Anti-Vote-Fraud Judge 

United States District Judge Albert L. Reeves 
has requested retirement after 30 years of serv- 
ice. Missouri knows him well, and it will not 
be easy to replace him. 

President Harding named Judge Reeves to 
the federal bench.in 1923. He had come to his 
state’s attention 20 years earlier, as a State Rep- 
resentative from Steelville. On the bench he 
presided over a number of famous cases, and 
just last month it fell to him to impose the 
death sentences on the Greenlease kidnapers. 

But we think the event which Missouri will 
always associate with Judge Reeves was the in- 
vestigation of Kansas City election frauds, which 
eventually led to the fall of the Pendergast 
machine. In 1936, when the machine was power- 
ful, Judge Reeves told a grand jury: “Reach for 
all, even if you find them in high authority. 
Move on them!” 

A few days ago the Judge passed his eightieth 
birthday, and asked for retirement in February. 
There already is another vacancy affecting this 
area, on the Court of Appeals for the Eighth 
Circuit. This vacancy has existed since the death 
of Judge Walter G. Riddick of Little Rock, Ark., 
five months ago. And none of the present judges 
of the Court of Appeals is from the circuit's 
largest city——St. Louis. 

Thus President Eisenhower soon will be con- 
fronted with two vacancies on the federal bench, 
both of special interest to Missouri. 
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A Year for Ceremony 


This passing year’s observance of the one 
hundred fiftieth. anniversary of the Louisana 
Purchase produced no single observance as 
memorable as the St. Louis World's Fair of 1903. 
Instead, there were celebrations at different 
times in different places across the prairies and 
up and down the wide Missouri and Mississippi.

It was on April 11, 1803, that Napoleon's 
minister, Talleyrand, amazed Robert Livingston 
in Paris by asking what the United States would 
give for the entire colony of Louisana. Living- 
ston, and President. Jefigrson, had been thinking 
of New Orleans—not the unknown West that 
was to form all or parts of 13 states. 

Negotiations began on April 13, And the 
treaty of purchase was signed on April 30.in 
Paris. But that did not end the transaction. 
Though France had obtained the colony from 
Spain two years earlier, Spain did not formally 
cede Louisana to France until Nov. 30, 1803. It 
was not until Dec. 20 that France formally de- 
livered the 900,000 square miles to two American 
commissioners in ‘New Orleans. 

Thus most of the year 1803 passed in cénfirm- 
ing the transaction, which is fitting enough, 
for it was a better bargain than the adolescent 
United States could dream of. In fact, the Stars 
and Stripes were not hoisted over one little up-. 
river trading post until March 8-10, 1804. This 
will be another date for St. Louis to remember.

Whatever may be the verdict of future 
historians on the bitter Brownell-Tru- 
man-Hoover controversy, the charges 
hurled by the protagonists threaten to 
obscure a major issue. 

That issue is whether American for- 
eign policy under the Roosevelt and 
Truman Administrations. was shaped by 
the alleged influence of Communists in 
and out of government, or by the cir- 
cumstances in which the United States 
found itself in the period 1941-1947. 


It is interesting to speculate as to 
what would have happened if Sir Win- 
‘son Churchill and Clement Attlee had 
raised questions about each other’s ac 
tions comparable 
to those which are 
now being asked 
about the policy of 
former Presidents 
Roosevelt and Tru- 
man,

in 1947, had created Winston Churchill 
a vacuum in a strategic area and had 
thereby served the Kremlin. 


From this it could have been deduced 
that Mr. Attlee, no matter how decent 
a man he might be himself, must have 
been the dupe of Communists or fellow- 
travelers. 


Mr. Attlee, for his part, might have 
found an opportunity to challenge His 
Majesty’s opposition during his term of 
office, 1945-1951, by asserting that 
Churchill sold Britain down the rive 
at Yalta. ‘ 


Every government has the right and 
the duty to defend itself against attacks 
or infiltration by internal or external 
enemies. But side by side with the 
issue of alleged spying, another ques- 
tion is being raised in the United States. 


First, is a policy decision reached at 
a given time under a given set of cir- 
cumstances, which subsequently turns 
out to have been unsuccessful either in 
whole or in part, to be regarded at 
another time and under other circum- 


stances as tantamount to treason or com- 
plicity in treason? 

Second, should action in the sphere of 
world affairs, no matter how intrinsical- 
ly sound, which may also be favored 
by the Kremlin, therefore be eschewed 
for fear that it might redound to the 
benefit of the Communists? 

Again taking Britain as an example, 
it can be argued that from the point of 
view of the non-Communist world it 
would have been better to have the 
British stay in India (impracticable as 
that was in 1947) and thereby shore 
up South Asia against Russia and 
China. Further, it could be asserted 
that, while the grant of independence to 
India in 1947 was sound and, under 
then existing conditions unavoidable, 
the fact that Britain’s withdrawal may 
have pleased Stalin should have de- 
terred Attlee from taking the measure. 

If foreign policy is to be determined 
by hindsight, and if officials whose judg- 
ment is subsequently called in question 
are to be treated as dupes or traitors, 
then the policy-making process will suc- 
cumb to paralysis. For how can Presi- 
dent Eisenhower and Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles foresee today what 
a successor Administration will think to- 
morrow of such actions as military aid 
to France, Spain, the Korean truce? 

Winston Churchill, in his dual capac- 
ity of statesman and historian, has elo- 
quently answered these questions in an 
installment of his masterwork on World 
War II published in The New York 
Times. Writing about Yalta he said: 

“It is not permitted to those charged 
with dealing with events in times of war 
or crisis to confine themselves purely to 
the statement of broad general prin- 
ciples to which good people agree. They 
have to take definite decisions from day 
to day. They have to adopt postures 
which must be solidly maintained, other- 

. wise how can any combinations for ac- 
tion be maintained? 

“It.is easy, after the Germans are 
beaten, to condemn those who did their 
best to hearten the Russian military ef- 
fort and to keep in harmonious contact 
with our great Ally, who had suffered 
so frightfully. What would have ‘hap- 
pened if we had quarreled with Russia 
while the Germans still had two or three 
hundred divisions on the fightirg front? 

“Our hopeful assumptions were soon 
to be falsified. Still, they were the only 
ones possible at the time.”

ONDO 
HERE is in Britain and the United States a picture of “neu- 
tral” Sweden as a nice, fat, easy-going country, which has 
managed to stay out of two world wars and hopes to be lucky 


a third time.

This is a fantastically false picture. Instead, three facts about 
Swedish policy in the world crisis stand out clearly. 


The first is that it is a close 
calculated policy. 7 

The second is that it implies 
® more sustained defense effort 
than can be shown by any other 
non-Communist country. / 

The third is that, within its 
self-imposed limits, it ean-so far 
point to a unique success. 


Started in 1940, 


Since 1940, when Sweden 
started its defensive prepared- 
ness, it has never industrially 
demobilized or disarmed. 


It has today the third largest 
air force in Europe (the fourth 
largest in the world), a navy 
capable of inflicting heavy losses 
On any expeditionary force 
which tried to approach Sweden 
by sea, and it can mobilize a 
fully-trained, equipped and or- 
Zanized army of 700,000 men 
within five days, 

Tt is also, according to recent 
testimony of the United States 
civil defense chief, Val Peter- 
son, “rapidly approaching the 
point where it will be the best- 
qualified country to meet an 
atomic attack.” 


With all this, however, the 
Swedes have no illusions that 
they could fight off an invasion 
by a great power single-handed. 

In the event that they become 
involved, against their will, in a 
general war which had broken 
out elsewhere, the Swedes figure 
that it will make a difference to 
a belligerent already engaged 
elsewhere whether, in reaching 
out for Sweden, he can hope for 
a.-walkover or expect another 
burdensome campaign. 


50-50 Chance for Peace. 


The official Swedish view is 
that the chances of war and 
peace are at best even; Sweden’s 
chances of staying out of a gen- 
eral war, less than that. 

Nor is there much doubt that 
fn a war the greater danger of 
attack would come from the east 
rather than the west. Why, then, 
does Sweden not join the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization? 


One line of argument a Swede 
may give is this: 

Sweden's chance of staying out 
of the first phase of a war that 
breaks out elsewhere appears at 
present good. The time thus 
gained for undisturbed mobiliza- 
tion Would be invaluable. But as 
a NATO member, Sweden would 
be on the front line from the 
start of any new war. 


Finland the Master Key. 


The inviolability and freedom 
of Finland are to Sweden sec- 
ond in importance to its own. 

This freedom of Finland has 
been preserved and seems today 
in no danger—although Finland 
lives today wholly within the 
hollow of Russia’s hand. Russia 
has never occupied Finland, 
never asked for bases on its ter- 
ritory and never attempted to 
impose a Communist govern- 
ment on it. 

Why this should be so is one 
of the mysteries of recent his- 
tory. The Swedes are extreme- 
ly discreet about claiming any 
ctedit for it or admitting any 
diréct connection between their 
alliance-free policy and Russia's 
forbearance toward Finland. 

But they leave no doubt about 
their conviction that this for- 
bearance would end the moment 
Sweden joined NATO. 


They go further: they feel that 
the present peace, balance and 
unity of Scandinavia would be 
in danger the moment Norway 
and: Denmark give in to the de- 
sire of NATO to establish 
Western air bases on their ter- 


The achievement which Aus- 
tria has wrested from conditions 
of ‘almost incredible hardship in 
the years 1945 to 1953 is a mira- 
cle of faith and courage. 

When Vienna was occupied in 
April 1945 by the Russians, few 
people in the West expected the 
Socialist government set-up un- 
dér Dr. Karl Renner to become 
anything but a puppet.

Cold War as a Boon. 

Of course, there is a reason 
why the Germans welcomed the 
cold war with a certain sense 
ef deliverance and joined sides 
with a certain enthusiasm. In 
1945, they were treated as out- 
casts, The victorious Allies had 
various schemes to punish the 
united Germans.

MANILA, Dec. 26. 


AMON MAGSAYSAY, the 

hard-driving young popular 

hero who will become Presi- 
dent of the Philippines Wednes- 
day has a job ahead of him that 
is a good deal more difficult 
than may be generally realized 
in the United States—a job not 
much short of remaking an en- 
tire society. 

Whether the 46-year-old for- 
mer automobile mechanic can 
do it, or even make a good start, 
depends on the political skill and 
organizational ability he mani- 
fests in the immediate future. 


His political acumen is un- 

tested. His record thus far has 
been based on action, and more 
action, and not on the methodi- 
cal, intricate planning that will 
be required. 
,_ A cynic said to the reporter, 
“He'll fight himself into a hole 
in short order and the old pros 
will have to pull him out,” but 
those who know Magsaysay well 
offer reasons for optimism; they 
think he will put through a pro- 
gram that will show results in 
two years. 

Magsaysay’s success or failure 
will have effects far beyond the 
confines of the 7109 islands of 
the archipelago. When the 
United States granted independ- 
ence to the Philippines in 1946 
it was notice to the world that 
we meant to keep our word in 
the Far East, and that was im- 
portant in view of the constant 
Communist propaganda that the 
United States will welsh on its 
commitments. 

Magsaysay’s administration will 
provide another test. To use « 
hackneyed phrase, he was the 
people's choice, by two to one, 
and while the free and relative- 
ly peaceful election Nov. 10 was 
in itself a victory for democ- 
racy, it remains to be seen 
whether the nation can follow 
through. Certainly the Commu- 
nist world will be watching. 

Economy Disorganized. 

The 20,000,000 Filipinos are 
rich in natural resources but 
poverty-stricken in the exploita- 
tion of them for the good of all. 
The economy is disorganized and 
must be tightened and set on a 
road that will lead to clearly de- 
fined goals. 

The Filipinos have, only a few 
hundred miles to the north, an 
example of how some 500,000,000 
people can be organized in only 
four years and raised to the 
brink of great power. Something 
similar to what the Chinese 
Communists have done by to- 
talitarian methods the Filipinos 
must do of their own free will. 

There is a handicap that must 
be taken into account. The coun- 
try has not completely recovered 
from the war, though it has 
come a remarkably long way. 
Manila Bay still is cluttered 
with the hulks of Japanese ships 
‘(the Japanese want to salvage 
them as part of their still-un- 
settled Philippine reparations 
payment). The skeletons of sub- 
stantial buildings, gutted by fire 
and bombs, are everywhere Vis- 
ible in Manila. 

What inspires confidence is 
the man Ma say, a remark- 
able personality who could be- 
come one of the most influen- 
tial figures in the Far East. He 
is pro-American and anti-Com- 
munist; a man of courage, in- 
tegrity and humility. His bound- 
less energy is well known, To 
win the election, he often cam- 
paigned in the villages 20 hours 
a day, making as many as three 
two-hour speeches in that period.

Magsaysay, without being 
proud, has great respect for his 
good name.

He was supported by the most 
respectable labor elements, and 
labor leaders say he has not for- 
gotten the days when his high- 
est aspiration was to own a home 
for his family. 


Incidentally, the fact that 
Magsaysay has a wife and three 
children is thought worthy of 
comment in the Philippines. 
Many politicians are loafers and 
night-club habitues, without 
roots or responsibilities. 


Although he is unskilled in 
politics (which in the Philip- 
pines is based almost entirely 
on personalities rather than is- 
sues), Magsaysay is said to be 
willing to take advice from the 
right persons. 

One of those closest to him is 
Senator Lorenzo Tanada, who is 
generally given credit for ef- 
fecting Magsaysay’s nomination. 
Another is Senator Claro M. 
Recto, a foreign affairs expert. 

The political situation facing 
Magsaysay is briefly this: 

Magsaysay was elected by the 
votes of the “little people,” the 
residents of the barrios, or small 
villages; young people and 
women. Two wealthy and power- 
ful blocs, the sugar planters and 
the sugar processors, were split, 
as is usual. The planters at first 
backed former Foreign Secre- 
tary Carlos P. Romulo, who 


There seems to be some doubt 
as to what promises he actually 
made to anyone. One view is 
that the party politicians made 
the deals while Magsaysay was 
out beating the palm trees for 
votes, and that the new Presi- 
dent will have a relatively free 
hand. Certainly, as in any cam- 
paign, many promises were 
made in his name. 

One promise, like that of a 
chicken in every pot, was that 
everyone would have a well. 
Hundreds of villages now have 
no water supply. There is one 
town of around 10,000 persons 
that has no water simply be- 
cause no one ever had the ini- 
tiative to do anything about it. 

Actually, if all the well-drill- 
ing equipment in the Philippines 
were operated 24 hours a day it 
could not even keep up with the 
increase in population.

|Morse Assails 


Ferguson on 
Wire-Tapping 


Forecasts ‘Prolonged 
Debate’ if Effort 
Is Made to Pass 
Bill.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26. 

PREVIEW of the coming 
legislative battle over the 
legalization of telephone 
wire-tapping came today when 
Senator Wayne Morse (Ind.), 
Oregon, attacked Senator Homer 
Ferguson (Rep.), Michigan, for 
supporting the legalization move. 
Asked by the Post-Dispatch to 
comment on Ferguson’s state- 
ment that Congress next year 
wil] legalize the use of wire- 
tape evidence in espionage 
cases, Senator Morse declared: 
“I am not surprised that one 
of the leading advocates of in- 
quisition methods in the Senate 
would be advocating the wire- 
tapping bill.” 

Bar’s Apathy Lamented. 
Morse, former Republican who 
broke with the party last year, 
repeated his assertion on a re- 
cent television program that the 
wire-tap measure, to be intro- 
duced in the second session of 
the Eighty-third Congress, is At- 
torney General Herbert Brown- 
ell’s proposal “for the estab- 
lishment of a gestapo state in 
this nation.” There was a time, 
he said, when the legal profes- 
sion would have risen as one man 
against “such an invasion of a 
free man’s castle—his home,” 
but today there is scarcely a pro- 
test heard. 

If and when such a measure 
comes before the Senate, Morse 
said, there will be “prolonged 
debate” — an oblique warning 
that he may be prepared to 
filibuster longer than he did on 
the tidelands oil bill last year. 
He talked then for more than 22 
hours in an effort to focus pub- 
lic attention on what he viewed 


as a “give-away” of oil belong-| ay 


ing to all the people. The bill 
became law. 
Ferguson’s Idea. 

Ferguson, chairman of the Re- 
publican Policy Committee, had 
told reporters: “A proper bill 
can be worked out and passed, 
protecting both the inalienable 
rights of citizens and the welfare 
of the nation.”

When History Is Art

AMUEL ELIOT MORI- 

SON’S name on the eight 

volumes that have thus far 
appeared in his 14-volume 
semi-official history of United 
States naval operations in 
World War II may well have 
created the impression that 
the author is just a very good 
seagoing historian. This book, 
made up of a wide selection 
of his best occasional writings 
over a span of 40 years, re- 
flects his many-sided interests 
and emphasizes that he can 
write smoothly and interest- 
ingly on a diversity of sub- 


Born in Boston in 1887 and 
graduated from Harvard in 
1908, he began his teaching 
career at the University of 
- California in 1914, served in 
World War I and returned to 
Harvard where he rose to be 
Jonathan Trumbull Professor 
of American History. His prin- 
cipal hobby, sailing, resulted 
in “The Maritime History of 
Massachusetts,” a book that 
established his reputation as 
an author. 

In 1937, dissatisfied with all 
existing lives of Columbus, he 
organized the Harvard Colum- 
bus Expedition and retraced 
the courses of the discoverer 
in sailing vessels. The ensu- 
ing two-volume set, “Admiral 
of the Ocean Sea,” appeared 
in 1942 and immediately after- 
ward he was attached to the 
United States Navy so he 
could participate in the war 
he was to write about.

R. MORRISON offers 16 

historical essays on top- 

ies so diverse that lay- 
man or professional historian 
can be assured of profitable 
reading. A short introduction 
to each piece sets forth the 
purpose for which Mr. Mori- 
son originally wrote it. The 
first piece, “A Prologue to 
American History,” is a mas- 
terly condensation of Ameri- 
can history which he delivered 


History at Oxford in 1922. 
Those who enjoyed Mr. 
Morison’s “The Maritime His- 
tory of Massachusetts,” which 
had but one chapter on clip- 
per ships, will revel in the 38 
pages he gives to square rig- 
gers. The pre-clipper era, the

ITH the appearance of 
Avery O. Craven's out- 
outstanding volume, the 
new projected 10-voJume his- 
tory of the South stands more 
than half completed. The 
sixth to appear as well as the 
sixth chronologically, the Cra- 
ven volume covers the rela- 
tively prief but exceedingly 
important span between the 
Mexitsn War and the attack 
on Fort Sumter. It is a pe- 
riod that the distinguished 
professor of American history 


at the University of Chicago 
knows as do few other his- 
torical scholais. He watches 
the drift to secession and war 
and comes to the conclusion 
that the conflict could have 
been avoided only if either 
the North or the South had 
yielded to the other. The 
masses of people on both 
sides, he writes, were help- 
less to resist the relentless 
force. Actually at the same 
time that the sections were be- 
ing separated by slavery, they 
were being drawn together 
economically, a fact which 
added to the trouble. The im- 
pact of Harriet Beecher 
Stowe’s “Uncle Tom’s Cabin” 
is shown to be a chief factor 
in focusing sentiment in the 
North.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26 (UP) 
~The National Geographic So- 
clety today hailed 1953 as a 
record-breaking year for the 
world’s explorers, with the con- 
quest of Mount Everest but one 


of many daring feats. 

Ranking next to the ascent of 
the 29,002-foot summit of Mount 
Everest was the bathyscape de- 
scent of Prof. Auguste Piccard 
and his son to a depth of 10,330 
feet in the Tyrrhenian sea 
off Ponza island, Italy. 

In still another record pene- 
tration, French _ speleologist 
Nortbert Casteret reeached a 
depth of 2400 feet in Lepinaux 
cavern in the western Pyrenees 
on the French-Spanish border. 

Across the world, on Palomar 
mountain, Calif., astronomers 
taking sights through the 48-inch 
big Schmidt pohtotelescope, 
reached the three-quarter mark 
in their monumental survey of 
the heavens. Their target is-a 
camplete photographic map of 
the visible universe, They al- 
ready have discovered pre- 
viously unknown asteroids near 
the earth, new nebulae and 
clusters of nebulae far out in 
space.

Has Science Proved Case 


Against Smoking?---Here Are 


The Arguments on Both 


Sides of Growing Battle 
By Peter Wyden 


Graham peered at some experimental mice in his research 


(0: July 31, 1952—he remembers the day well—Dr. Evarts A. 


laboratory at Washington University’s medical school and 
broke a habit of almost 50 years. He smoked only six to eight 


cigarettes daily, but now he decided to stop entirely.

Few of America’s 63,000,000 to 
70,000,000 - cigarette smokers 


have seen the persuasive mice, 
but they have heard about them, 
especially since last month when 
the mice had convinced some 
medical researchers that there 
is something in tobacco that 
can cause lung carticer. 


The news worried smokers. 
They had been puffing almost 
400. billion cigarettes a year, 
or just under a pack a day per 
smoker. Now some are cutting 
down. Some ae stopped: More 
are trying to stop. Some are 
fussing with pipes or changing 
to filter and some king-size brands 
which are promoted as less ir- 
ritating. Sales of filter holders 
and how-to-stop-smoking books 
have zoomed. 

For years smokers told pub- 
lic opiniOn polisters that they 
knew they smoked too much 
for their own good and had 
tried to stop. Now there are 
signs of more than casual in- 
tention. . Cigarette sales have 
_ dropped for the first time in 
' 20 years (except for a brief 
slump during World War II ra- 
tioning). Tobacco shares broke 
on the stock exchange though 
brokers recommended them as 
good buys. And many smokers 


* who aren't doing anything about 


oking are talking about it. 
The common question: is it true 
what they say about cigarettes? 
A lot could depend on the 
answer. At stake is a habit which 


and an industry into which 
Americans pour $5,200,000,000 a 
year. If each smoker just cuts 
down by one cigarette daily, sev- 
eral hundred million dollars an- 
nually will fail to go up in light, 
bluish-gray smoke. And if the 
warning of Dr. Graham’s mice 
is conclusive, the tobacco peo- 
ple face what Business Week 
magazine calls “perhaps poten- 
tially the gravest problem be- 
setting any industry since pro- 
hibition shut down the liquor 
business.” 

Of course, the message from 
the mice is still not conclusive. 
In fact, some medical authorities 
are unconvinced that smoking 
and lung cancer are connected. 
Others want to see more evi- 
dence on both sides of the case. 

Tobacco has been good for 
arguments since the Indians 
handed out samples to the visit- 
ing Spaniards about 400 years 
ago. Early foes warned that 
smoking would cause insanity 
and venereal disease. Two kings 
of England issued edicts against 
it. The Russians punished 
smokers by cutting off their 
noses. 

Even in this century, as ciga- 
rettes began competing seriously 
with cigars, smoking was sus- 
pected as a cause of tubercu- 
losis. Certainly, the anti-tobacco 
crusaders said, it stunted growth 
and promoted immorality. Kan- 
sas had a widely evaded ciga- 
rette prohibition law untfl 1927. 
When the cigarette makers went 
after the flappers and their 
mothers (“Reach for a Lucky 
Instead of a Sweet’’) many. peo- 
ple sympathized with the candy 
makers and were scandalized.

HEN came more serious 
T charges, Heavy smoking was 

blamed by some medical 
authorities for health problems 
involving the heart, constriction 
of blood vessels, coughs and oth- 
er respiratory irritations, aggra- 
vation of ulcers, dulling of the 
appetite, indigestion, shortness 
of breath, and (in a study of 
6813 American males) just plain 
shortening of life itself.

Its first serious rumblings were 
heard in the ’thirties when sur- 
geons noticed a sharp and steady 
increase in the incidence of lung 
cancer. Decades ago this cancer 
—extremely difficult to diagnose 
early and therefore often incur- 
able—was rare. In

Better diagnosis, bigger po 
ulation and longer human life

Graham, took this coincidence 
under scrutiny. Smoking habits 
of more than 700 lung cancer 
patients were analyzed. Else- 
where in the United States, Eng- 
land and Denmark other re- 
searchers independently mois 
more lung cancer cases. Dr. 
Graham, president of the Inter- 
national Congress of Surgeons 
and the first man who success- 
fully removed an entire human 
lung to treat lung cancer, now 
sums up results: 

“Very strong statistical rela- 
tionship between lung cancer 
and smoking has been shown, 
based on a total study of ap- 
proximately 3500 cases. Some of 
the studies have been made by 
statisticians of outstanding in- 
ternational reputation. About 10 
studies have shown the same 
thing: that it’s extremely rare to 
find a person with cancer of the 
lung who has not been an ex- 
cessive smioker.” ) 


Three per cent or less are non- 
smokers, says Dr. Graham. And 
their cancers are almost always 
of an entirely different type 
from the kind developed by 
smokers. 

More and more smokers are 
getting worried. Dr. Graham 
knows one prominent man who 
thought he smoked too much 
and decided not to touch a cigar- 
ette before lunch. He used to go 
to lunch at 1 p.m. Soon he went 
at 12:30, then at 12. By the 
time he was leaving his office’ 
at 11 o'clock he decided to quit 
cigarettes completely. He did, 
but smoking is a powerful ad- 
diction and Dr. Graham has pa- 
tients who were excessive smok- 
ers, developed lung cancer, had 
one lung .removed in difficult 
and painful surgery and con- 
tinued smoking despite strong- 
est warnings. 

Statistical surveys, of course, 
can be misleading unless the 
people surveyed represent the 
population as a whole. The 
American Cancer Society, there- 
fore, is studying 200,000 male 
smokers between 50 and 69, the 
ages hardest hit by lung can- 
cer, but results are not 
before 1955. 

Meanwhile, Drs. Graham and 
Wynder went after experimental 
evidence. They set up a cigar- 
ette smoking machine that ex- 
tracted tars from cigarette 
smoke and they painted the tars 
on the backs of mice. In No- 
vember, 1952, they reported that 
the first mice had developed 
skin cancers after having been 
painted for a year. By last 
month, enough mice had devel- 
oped cancer to provide what Dr.

Why haven't researchers tried 
to produce cancer from cigarette 
tars in animals larger than 
mice? They are doing just that, 
but it takes time. Exposure to 
whatever factor may be carcino- 
genic (cancer-causing) in tobacco 
is necessary for about half a life 
span, or about 25 to 30 years in 
humans, (This, incidentally, is 
thought to be the reason why 
eight out of nine lung cancer pa- 
tients are men; most women 
smokers are young and haven't 
smoked long enough to develop 
cancers.) 

Mice have an average life 
span of two years and thus were 
first among the experimental 
animals here to develop cancers. 
Dr. Graham’s assistants have 
also painted the ears of rabbits 
with cigarette tars for two years, 
but since rabbits have an aver- 
age life span of five years it will 
take more time before results 
from them come in. 

Why don’t the experimenters 
try to produce cancers directly 
in lungs? They are doing that, 
too. It involves too great a 
problem in small animals, so 
dogs are being used. Their big 
bronchial tubes are being 
painted with cigarette tars. But 
dogs have an average life span 
of 10 years. Experiments with 
them here have been going for 
two and a half years. No sig- 
nificant results are expected for 
at least another two years. 

Meanwhile, Dr. Graham finds 
that at cocktail parties and other 
social occasions people have 
been putting out their cigarettes

OST smokers cling to ciga- 
rettes simply because they 
can produce a pleasant con- 
dition known as analgesia, or 
absence of sensibility to pain. 
Smoking reduces their nervous 


tension, helps them get along - 


better with others and is gen- 
erally believed indispenable as 
thev run the hurdle race of life. 

The classic story along this 
line is the one about the patient 
who suffered. from Buerger’s. 
disease, a rare ailment that 
causes loss of circulation in 
hands and feet and seems to 
strike only smokers. The dis- 
ease is nearly always arrested 
when smoking is stopped, so 
this patient was told he would 
have to cease or risk eventual 
amputation of hands and feet. 
Years afterward one of the 
man’s doctors was stopped on 
the street by a beggar without 
arms and legs. It was the same 
fellow, and he asked the doctor 
cheerfully to light a cigarette 
and stick it in his mouth. 

For some smokers, giving ‘up 
cigarettes generates new prob- 
lems. They battle manfully with 
their urges and quit cigarettes 
only to become _  ravenously 
hungry and eat themselves into 
what has been called America’s 
top health menace: obesity. 
Some of these citizens now have 
good-sized paunches and are fu-

The ones that suffer 
most persecution from farmers and hunters, bécause they 
are slowest ahd most conspicuous, are the red-shouldered 
and red-tailed. Both these take a rabbit now and then and 
even 4h occasional bird. But 90 per cent of their diet con- 
sists of insects and mice and each of them must be worth 
many dollars to the farmer on this account. Exactly the 


same is true of the marsh hawk which, though a harrier, 
is far too slow to do much damage to birds. These like 
best the low-lying, level fields of a marsh country and how 
many of thém are killed each year by duck hunters would 
be, hard to say. Far too many, at any rate. The sparrow 
hawk, of course, is an insect eater.

August A. Busch Jr.'s Famous Clydesdale Stable 
Now Augmented by a Dozen 2000-Pound Animals From 
Scotland—Will Form Nucleus of New Breeding Farm

N 1933, when the clouds rolled 


adorned here in St. Louis by the 
appearance of a resplendent and 
nostalgic symbol of bygone days 
—a bright red and white, brass 
trimmed beer wagon drawn by 
a hitch of eight elegant Clydes- 
dale horses with red and white 
ribbons in their manes and tails. 
They stopped traffic everywhere 
they appeared, and crowds gath- 
ered around them when they 
stopped. 

The man on the street was 
surprised to see them, but his 
surprise was nothing compared 
to that of the late August A. 
Busch, then president of An- 
heuser-Busch. Because the whole 
thing was planned largely as a 
surprise for him by his sons, 
the late Adolphus Busch III and 
August A. Busch Jr., now head 
of the company. 


“Back in the days of my 
grandfather, the first Adolphus 
Busch,” August Busch Jr. now 
recalls, “we had some 800 teams 
delivering beer and there was 
always competition among brew- 
ers to have the best looking and 
best kept teams. In those days 
we held inspection once a week. 
My grandfather and my father 
would mount a reviewing stand, 
and all the drivers would pass 
in parade. The best kept team 
and wagon got a prize of $25, 
with second and third prizes of 
$15 and $10. 


“But, of course, the time came 
when trucks began to supplant 
the horse, and then came pro- 
hibition, and during those years 
the only horses we had were 
our private saddle and driving 
horses. 

“When there seemed no long- 
er any doubt that prohibition: 
would be repealed, my brother 
and I went to work. We got a 
couple of our old Beer wagons 
and painted them up like new 
and fitted them with new brass 


trimmings. Then we went look- 
ing for Clydesdale horses, and 
found énough for two eight- 
horse hitches. We went to Chi- 
cag6 and found Billy Wales, 
who had been the best eight- 
horse driver we ever had. He 
had worked for us for many 
years, but when prohibition 
came along, he couldn't bear to 
be away from horses and had 
gone to work at the National 
Stockyards in Chicago. 


“For days before the day pro- 
hibition ended we kept the 
~stables locked and worked in 
secret. Then on«the big day we 
brought my father out of his 
office and Billy Wales drove 


the bright red wagon, loaded’ 


with beer, out of the stable. My 
father was so overcome he 
couldn’t say anything. He just 
stood there and the tears rolled 
down his cheeks.” 


One of those first two teams 
was sent to Washington, D. C. 
to deliver the first case of legal 
Budweiser, and the other went 
to New York to deliver the sec- 
ond case to Herbert H. Le 
then governor of New York.

HE teams attracted so much 
attention that the Buschs re- 
alized immediately their po- 
tential value for advertising and 
Zood will, and since then the 
famous horses have been seen 
by thousands of ple in’ almost 
every \state of the union. Since 


they made their debut on tele- 


vision, opening and closing all 


, the company’s sponsored shows, 


the matched horses have become 
more famous than ever. 


Not only must the horses used 
in the hitches be Clydesdales, 
but they must meet exacting 
physical specifications. Since 
the hitches are matched as near- 
ly as possible, they must be of 
nearly uniform size and shape. 
They must stand between 16 and 
:19 hands high (a hand, for the 
city dweller, is four inches), and 
they must weigh in the neigh- 
borhood of one ton. Further,

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they must have white stockings, 
which means they are white 
from hoof to knee, and a White 
“blaze” on the face. The rest of 
the body must be a uniform bay 
in color. 


To find horses meeting these 
specifications never was easy, 
and now it has become more dif- 
ficult than ever. Even in Scot- 
land, where the breed originat- 
ed, the Clydesdale is threatened 
by the tractor and is being bred 
mainly nowadays for show pur- 
Pose. 


It was for this reason that 
Busch came to an important de- 
cision. In order to make sure 
there will always be horses for 
the famous teams, he will breed 
his own. Last month Fred 
Huenergarth, manager of the 
stables, returned from Scotland 
with 12 one-ton Clydesdales 
which will be the nucleus of the 
new experimental breeding farm 
which is being set up at Grant's 
Farm, the Busch estate. 


“We're starting the experi- 
mental program to find out what 
Scotland has to offer Clydesdale 
horses that we don’t have,” 
Busch explained. “We think one 
factor is in the soil. We're go- 
ing. to analyze soil and grass 
from Scotland and see what ele- 
ments we may be lacking. If 
we can’t put it in the soil, then 
we will do it by supplemental 
feeding. Another trouble lies 
in their feet. They're used to 
the soft pastures of Scotland, 
and when they get over here the 
pavement and the hard ground 
make their feet brittle. But 
we believe that when we start 
breeding them over here, their 


feet will become adapted. Most- 


of the horses we now use weigh 
more than 2000 pounds, but we 
want to see if we can produce 
an ever greater horse, a sort of 
super-Clydesdale.”

USCH, who loves everything 
in the horse line, is particu- 
larly fond of the big Clydes- 
dales. “To me,” he says, “their 
style and beauty is wonderful.

One of the vans in the cara- 
van carries portable stalls and 
equipment, and another van 
carries the wagon. The entour- 
age includes chauffeurs, drivers, 
grooms and a supervisor. The 
men watch over both horses and 
equipment as zealously as they 
would guard a shipment of 
uranium. The wagons, which are 
made by hand, cost $8000 with- 
out a chassis. 

The horses are booked into 
major cities, and after showing 


there make side trips into sur-’ 


rounding towns. They parade 
through the streets and then the 
horses and wagons are put on 
display, usually at an automobile 
agency showroom. Those in 
charge carry a show tent along, 
in case they can’t find a suitable 
building, but they don’t like to 
use it, Huermegarth explains, un- 
less they have to. Once during 
a severe windstorm the tent 
blew down on the horses, and 
there was considerable difficulty 
getting them out from under it. 


*« * * 
HEN on tour the horses are 
kept almost antiseptically 
clean. They are groomed be- 

fore and after every appearance, 

and their “feathers,” as the long 
hair around their hoofs is called, 
is shampooed to keep them 
clean and white. When the porta- 
ble stables are set up, the floor 
is covered first with moisture- 
proof building paper, then with 
board flooring, then three inches 
of shavings and then a foot of 
straw which has been cleaned 
and disinfected. ee men 
sleep with the horses every 


night. 

Part of the big horses’ groom- 
ing, just before they go on dis- 
play, consists of braiding and 
decorating their manes and tails. 
This is something of an art. The 
hair is dampened, and then the 
mane is rolled and braided, with 
red and white bunting braided 
in with the hair. The tail is 
braided up, along with red and 
white bunting, into a knot, and 
then tied with a neat bow of 
red and white ribbon. 

Every six weeks a blacksmith, 
in a specially equipped truck, 
goes out to meet one or the 
other of the caravans, wherever 
it may be, and sees to the 
horses’ shoes. The horses have 
to be shod about that often. The 
blacksmith makes the shoes on 
the spot, from bars of steel 
which weigh more than five 
pounds each. ‘ 

After five or six months on 


the road, the caravans come 
back to St. Louis for a short 
rest, and to get the equipment 
overhauled. A caravan left St. 
Louis last Sunday, headed first 
for Pasadena, Calif., where the 
horses will pull the St. Louis 
float, a streetcar made of flow- 
ers, in the Tournament of Roses 
parade on New Year’s day.

LMOST as hard to find as 

good Clydesdale horses are 

good eight-horse “whips,” as 
the drivers are called. Since the 
Busch hitches are .the only 
eight-horse hitches being driven 
in the country today (Wilson 
Packing Co. in Chicago has. a 
six-horse hitch) such driving 
threatens to become a lost art. 


“A good ‘whip’ is born, not 
made,” Busch explains. “Most 
people think only the lead 
horses are controlled and the 
other sort of follow along. As 
a matter of fact, the driver is 
in complete control of every 
horse. He places four reins be- 
tween the fingers of each hand 
and then turns his hands down 
and in, and its not only an art, 
but very hard work.” 


In Busch’s opinion, the great- 
est “whip” who ever lived was 
the late Billy Wales, who drove 
the Busch horses when they won 
dozens of trophies. “He drove 
the horses at Madison Square 
Garden many times, and won 
first place every time,” Busch 
recalls. “Even Mrs. Alfred 
Gwynn Vanderbilt, the country’s 
number one horse woman, once 
told me that he was the greatest 
eight-horse driver she ever saw.”

|Year's Films by Critic

Y criterion for picking the.ten best motion pictures to be 
M sv0%n in St. Louis in 1953 was simple. Could I, I asked 

myself of each candidate, possibly leave it out? Actually, 
the job wasn’t too difficult. Out of the 180 or so A-films shown 
here this year, there were about 35 that rated very good or 
better. I had to eliminate only about five movies which I con- 
sidered close contenders. Because of the upheaval in the film 
industry, there were about 30 less A-films shown here than last 
year. CinemaScope and 3-D were the innovations which revolu- 
tionized the movie business. 

Here, then, are my choices in order ‘of rank: 


1. SHANE—Director George Stevens and Screenwriter A. B. 
Guthrie Jr. took one of the tritest of Western plots—homesteaders 
vs. cattlemen—and made it into a work of art, just about the 
best Western ever made. It had boldness and turbulence, rich 
picturization, an epic sweep, poetic feeling, and a’ thoughtful 
penetration into the feelings of little men forced to fight for 
their rights. Among the actors giving excellent accounts of 
themselves were Alan Ladd, Van Heflin, Jean Arthur, Jack 
Palance and Brandon de Wilde, but the director was the real star. 


2. THE MEMBER OF THE WEDDING—A beautiful and 
masterful production by Director Fred Zinneman of Carson 
McCullers’s stage play. In a prolonged duologue between a 
12-year-old tomboy and a kindly Negro housekeeper, it had 
delicate penetration, tender humour, pathos, quaintness, freshness, 
imagination and fundamental wisdom. The performance of Julie 
Harris, as the tomboy Frankie was tremendous, the year’s 
greatest for a woman. That of Ethel Waters was also fine. 


3. MOULIN ROUGE—Director-Writer John Huston made this 
story of Toulouse-Lautrec, the stunted, debauched, shy and bitter 
artist-aristocrat, into a vivid and exciting recreation of the world 
of late nineteenth century Paris, with remarkably beautiful color 
photography. He contrasted the voluptuous, boisterous, exuberant 
atmosphere, teeming with vitality, with all the putrescence, 
cruelty and pathos underneath.

10. STALAG 17—The raw and lusty stage comedy-melodrama 
about American prisoners in a German camp was transferred 
into highly exciting and diverting screen material by Director-

Berloco holds the bottle in front of a light 
so he can perceive instantly when the solids that have settled at the bottom 
begin to stir. When they stir, he stops pouring, lest the wine be cloudy.

RTY-NINE MEN, with educated appetites 
sharply whetted, recently gathered in a large 
banquet room of New York's Waldorf-Astoria to 
homage to Lucius Lucinius Lucullus, dead some 
5000 years. The disciples of the Roman epicure had 
one without food virtually the entire day. Their 
ast was a prelude to one of the choicest repasts 
served beyond the borders of the gourmets’ strong- 
hold——France. 

The diners were members and guests of the 
Lucullus Circle, select gourmet society meeting for 
its twelfth dinner. Among the men of cultivated 
taste in dining were diplomats, stock brokers, 
publishers, industrialists, authors, doctors, restau- 
rateurs, advertising executives and a press agent. 
During the evening—from seven until midnight— 
the 27 Lucullan members and their 22 guests 
sampled and drank 13 different wines, ate a seven- 
course dinner. 

Gastronomic activities started with a reception 
period when selected pates, including foie gras, 
guinea hen and duck were offered with wines 
—two Rieslings and a 1937 and 1947 Chateau 
Coutet. At 8:20, with palates now finely tuned, the 
men entered the sumptuously decorated banquet 
room for the dinner. Most Lucullus Circle dinners 
have themes, and this evening the meal was in 
commemoration of the 400th anniversary of the birth 
of Henry IV of France: More than $50 worth 


tings of the Fontainebleau School and of 
eighteenth century English silver candelabras, 
tureens and epergnes were borrowed for room 
and table decoration. 


The meal got under way when four waiters 
brought in a large marmit of steaming chicken 


soup on a platform on their shoulders. Waiters 
served “le potage du roi” (the soup of the king) in 
small individual marmits. Second course was 
“truite au bleu” (trout in blue), the freshly caught 
fish having been iced and rushed in from Pennsy]- 
vania. The third course was “les truffes fraiches 
en surprise,” Whole fresh truffles baked inside 
brioche. Nine pounds of

Numerous toreros have retired 
while still in their twenties to princely estates, where they 
breed fighting bulls. Most of the tyros change careers soon 
after their first experience at confronting the menacing horns.

OME OF the Capital's best people are fighting 
these days—about alleys. 
It all started with the District of Columbia's 
city planners who are determined to enforce 
a law closing all homes on alleys by mid-1955. 

This understandably upsets some prominent society 
figures and others who have already spent an esti- 
mated $2,000,000 converting former slum dwellings 
and carriage houses into smart homes. 

Even Congress is involved. Here in Washington, 
U.S. senators and representatives double as aldermen. 
They will have to decide about the alleys.

She was Penelope Sycamore, the scatter- 
brained mother in “You Can't Take it 
With You,” who wrote plays because a 
typewriter had been delivered to her home 
by mistake. 

She played four seasons in “Arsenic 
and Old Lace,” as Abby Brewster, a gentle 
soul who poisoned 13 men with elder- 
berry wine. 

She devoted another four years onstage 
to “Harvéy” and won an Academy Award 
for her performance in the movie version. 

“ ‘Harvey’ was a darling play,” recalls 
Mrs. Hull, “but how. that invisible rabbit 
haunted me. Everybody sent me rabbits. 
Once I had to go to a banquet in Boston 
and the table was set with carrots and 
lettuce. A live rabbit, a big beast, too, sat 
right up at the table!” 

People don’t let Mrs. Hull forget her 
stage personalities. . 

During the run of “Afsenic” she was 
never able to order a soda at a drug store 
without some voice calling out:

Tonight?’ ” she says. “I got a perfect storm . 


of applause.” 

She quit the stage in 1910 to marry 
actor Shelley Vaughn Hull. He died of 
influenza in 1919. He was just 35. Mrs. 
Hull never remarried. For a while, she 
directed stock companies, then returned 
to the stage. 

Laurette Taylor, Maude Adams, Jane 
Cowl and other great ladies of the stage 
were her good friends. 

Mrs. Hull makes no secret of her height 
(5’, 3%”), but won't tell her age. 

“I'm around 70,” she admits, “I prefer 


to keep my age a mystery. The theater 


keeps me young.” 


Sometimes she’s like the characters she .- 
' portrays onstage. : 


A producer, seeing Mrs. Hull home 
after an evening performance, found she 
had left her glasses in the cab. He rushed 
up to her apartment with them.
